His Name, John Radcliffe^ Son of George xAnnt 
and iStott k Jus Wife, the -Daughter of one Mr* 
Loader, a Perfonof a confiderahk Fortune He 
.was bairn at Wafafidd in fork/bite, m the Year 
1653, and notwithftanding the Heralds, as ap- 
pears by their Books, thought fit to difclaim h# 
Fathers Pretentions to ,bear Anns, as a De- 
scendant from the Saddles of Dilfton, in the 
County of N<ntbtiwberland r the Chiefs of which 
Family, had been Knights, Barons, and Earls, 
from Hems the IVth's Time, to this very 
Pay * yet the late Earl of Darwentwater, Sir 
Trancis Radetife, acknowledge him for a Kins- 
man, and futter'd the Son to wear a Bemd w 
Qraile Sable, Field Argent, on his Coach, which 
none of the College belonging to the Earl- 
Marfhal, thought fit to animadvert upon da- 
ring his Life ; tho' .they have admoftifh'd the 
Umverfity 1 of Oxford not to ereft' any fuch 
Efcutclieon ever r or upon hi? Mqmament, fince 
his Decegfe. Note, the Earl above-mention ? d, had 
the Title of Darventpater conferr d on him by 1 
the late King James, becaufe one of his Lordr 
ihip's Anceftors, Sir Nicholas Radclijfe, mar- 
rycl the Daughter of Sir John Darwentwater* 
in the Reign of King Henry the Vth, with 
whom h* hpd ip Dowry, the Place fo callU 
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To return to what more nearly concerns 
us* Mr. Qeorge Radclijfe, the Father of the 
celebrated Perfon who is chiefly to be fpe- 
ken of through, the Conrfe of the enftiing 
Narration, tho' no Scholar himfelf, and ad- 
di&ed rather to the cultivating and impro- 
ving a moderate Eftate, near Wakefield^ than 
the Purfuit of Letters, thought fit to hearken 
to the Advice of fome of the Neighbouring 
Gentry and Clergy, who perceiv d a towardly 
Difpoiition in the Youth * and inftead of breeds 
ing him up to the Exercifes of the Field, or 
the Bufineis of Trade, font him to go thro 
his Studies in the School, which he happily 
completed in that of Wakefield, as famous as 
any whatfoever in , thefe Kingdoms , except 
thole of Weftminfter , Wincbefter , and Eton. 
This being done, by which the Foundation 
was laid for a more folid Superftru&ure, he 
came to, and was admitted Member of Uni- 
verJity-College in Oxford, at the Age of.fiftlen 
Years, in Hilary-Term 1665, where, having 
for fome Time refided as a Battler \ a Condi- 
tion of Life there, between a Commoner, and 
a Servitor, by Reafon of his Father's having 
other Children to make Provision for, and 
taken % the Degree of Batchellor of Arts, he 
determin d. with great Applaufe in the Logick 
Schools, in Lent 1667, and was made Senior- 
Scholar of the College before-namcl. But no 
Fellowfhip falling for fome Tifoe there, he 
thought fit to leave the Society, tho* with 
grateful Refentments of the Favours he had 
received from the Mafter and Fellows there, 
and to accept of an Invitation from the Reftor 

and 
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and fellows of Lincoln-College, * to be one of 
their Number. */ 

Here he was capacitated by the Increafe of 
tis Stipend, and the Tendern^fe i£ his Mo- 
ther, who was now become a Widow, and en- 
larged his Allowance , to perfiie the Studies 
of Phyfick, and' run through the neceflary 
Courfes of Anatomy, Chymiftry, and Botany, 
which, By Means of moft excellent Parts, he 
foon inade a very great Progrefs in. The next 
Degree he had to take, was that of Matter 
of Arts, to which he proceeded on the 4th. 
of ^fvne 1672, after having performed the ix- 
ercifes that were preparatory to it, with un* 
common Applaufe. ? Tis to be confefs'd in- 
deed, that he had but' a flender Opinion of 
Logical Altercations, which By the Help of a 
par&l of abftrufe -Terms, and very formal, 
thd immaterial DiftinQions, had at this Time 
obtained much Credit amongft: his Contempo-f 
ries, who were wont to make light of him 
on this Account, upon feveral Occafions: But 
his Proficiency in more polite, as well as 
more advantagiotis Literature, foon made it 
appear that his Acquirements were preferable 
' to theirs •, and that whilft they were bewil- 
dering themfelves in th£ dark Ifttricacies cf 
Modes, Figures,*and Accidents, he, tp the Ad- 
miration of all that knew his Propenfity to 
cheerful Converfatkm, grew daily more and 
more confpictipus for the bright Advances that 
were made by him towards the moft impor- 
tant Difcoveries. 

The Bufinefs he was intent upon, was no 
Ufs than the Prefervatipn of Mankind, "and 

this 
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this he did not endeavour to make himfelf 
Matter of, by an ufelefs Application to the 
Rubbifh of Antiquity, ift bli mufty Volumes, 
that requited Ages to be tljoropgly perws d in* 
but by a carotid Examination of the raoft 
valuably Treatifes that (aw the Light from 
modern. His Books, while he was a Student 
in Phyfiek, for fo we muft term him, y till he 
lecomes a Pra&itioner, were very few, but 
well chofen : So few indeed, as to make Dr. Bo* 
tlmrft, .the Head of 'TrinitfCollege> who, hotwkh* 
landing his Seniority in the Univerflty, kept 
him Company for his Converfation, ftand in 
a Surprize, and aft:, Where was bis Stid}? Up* 
on which, pointing to a few Vials, a Skelle* 
ton, and ah Herbal, he receiv'd for Anfwer, 
Sir, this is Badclijfts Library ^ not unlike to 
the Reply that was made by JgeJSavs, to fuch 
another Queffibn, wherein it ; wa$ demanded, 
Where were the Walls of Sparta > That King, 
ix»ntirg by way qf Return to the Ships in 
Harbour, and facing, Tbefe are the Walls apd 
Bulvarh far its Vefence. 

On the iftof3Wj 167 J, Mr. Radelijj* went 
out Batehelor of Phyfick - 9 by Virtue of which 
Degree, he was then at Liberty to put in 
Practice that Knowledge which he had hither- 
to got apprized of, only by Theoiy and Spe* 
culation. In doing of this, he made it his 
Refblution to follow the Steps of the celebra- 
ted Dr. Willis, (who, tho' he might be fai<l 
to have gone through the whole Grcle of 
Learning, had brought the Medicinal Part of 
it into a very narrow compafs) which he 
trod in with fuch equal Paces, as to revive 
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the Remembrance of that Qte&t Man, and 
, make him as much to live in his Diftiple, as 
in the immortal Works h# left behind him. 
At his firft Entrance upon the* Stage of A&i- 
en, indeed, he jnet with (bo\e Qbftacles from 
the Apothecaries, 2nd Mr. jFbaZjb and Adams, 
the moft Eminent of that Callipg in Oxford, 
did what they could to decry, $s Method, 
which was contrary to that of J)r- JLjAd* at 
that Jnn£ture the greateft Pra&tjpner thro* 
the whole Univerftfy* The Ito&or, for hi? 
Part, went on m the old Wten Road that 
had been mark'd out for him fome hundred 
Years before by Hippocrates aqd Cfcfeff, whereby? 
the Patients were kept in Hand, if npt difpatch'd 
out of the way, by improper Medicaments* 
more Months than they needed to have been 
Weeks, Bnt Mv t Radc^e % who, inftead of po- 
ring over a multitude of Books, 4uid read Men* 
and benefited mere by a profitable and free 
Acquaintance with the Livivg r than any one 
there of the feme. Profeffipn, by making Com- 
ments on the bulky Writing* of the Dead* 
overcame all Difficulties in fuqh a mapner, 
by the Superiority of his Genius, that even 
thofe two Under-Spur-Leathers, in the Adnji- 
niftration of Phyfick, were fore d to make In* 
lereft with him, to have his Prefcriptions on 
their Files* Mr. £qf, afterwards Do&or and 
Profeflbr of Phyfick, to the IJniverfity, and 
Mr. Gibbons, now Doctor, and a very eminent 
Pra&itionef in and^bout icb/^i did what in 
them lay to circumvent him with his Pati- 
ents, and depredate him in. his Character $ 
the firft faymg, Tbz Cms b* prfqrni wr* 

only 
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mly Gnefiworhi find the laft averring, by* way 
of Sarcafm, That it was a great Pity that lis 
Friends bad not made a Scholar of him $ in An- 
fwcr to which; Mr. Raddiffe gave him the 
Hick-name of Nitrfe, becaufe of the,. Slops, 
Caudles, and , Diet-Drinks, he was ev#f pre-. 
fcribing to thofe that advis'd with him* not 
thinking the other &f Confideration enough 
to deferve his Notice. Yet thefe, and all o- 
ther Obftacles that were laid in his Way* 
did but add to his Renown; And the firft 
Year of his fetting out for the Purclmfe of 
Wealth and Fame, was crown'd with fo ma- 
ny fortunate and well-concejted Atchievements, 
that he was at once eiivy'd and admir'd by 
the greateft Artifts and Proficients in the ' 
Myftery of Healing •, more^efpecially for the ! 
Means he made Ule of in'reitoring Perfbns 
fick of the Small-Pox. 

This Diftemper, at that Time, was grown 
to a great Head in the City <of Oxford, and 
Parts adjacent,' and prov'd -very fetal, as well 
as epidemical-, the reft of the Phyficians ftill 
continuing to trudge on in the ancient Method 
that had J>een dictated to them by their Fore- 
fathers •, th©' the Nature of the Diftemper, 
and an unufual Alteration in the Tempera- 
ment of the ;Seafon, requird another fort of 
Pra&ice. Wherefore, upon Application iotMfc 
Raddiffe, who being happy in his Conjectures, 
about, the Gaufes of any Malady, knew, by 
removing them, how to prevent their Conse- 
quences -, he, by giving his Patients Air, as 
alfo cooling Emttlfions, &c. and not ftoving 4 
them up, as was done by the Qatenip of thofe 
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Bkys, refold more than a hundred from tlie 
Attacks of Death, which gave Wings to his 
Reputation, and causd the Report of his al- 
inoft urterring Skill, to be carry'd far and 
near. ^ ^ 

. But what fix d it hi a higher Orb, and bore 
if lip £hoVe the 1 Reach of any one of his 
Competitors, wis, a remarkable Cafe in the 
Cure of the Lady Spencer, at Tarn-Town, fbme 
few Miles from Oxford. This Lady had been 
tinder Dr. Ljdafs, and: Mr. Mufgravis Hands 
for feme Time, without any Remedy from 
their Prefcriptions, afcd without Hopes of a 
Recovery fjrom a Complication of Diftem- 
pers, 'till Mr. Dornikr, who liad marred. her, 
Ladyflrip's Daughter, put her in mind of 
Mr. Radclifes Succefs, and obtained of her to 
feiid for him. Which being accordingly done, 
his Advice very happily let her upon her 
Legs again in three Weeks Tiirie, after Ihe 
had beeii in a languifliing Condition *nor< 
than fo man)r Years * and reftoir'd a decay'c 
Conftitutioh, in fuch a fa£nner, tp its wonted 
Vigour, that Ihe liv'd to a very grqat ^ge, 
and to fee her Grand-children's Children. 

Nor did the Report 9f her iinexpe&ed Re* 
eovery, fall fliort of the Merits of him that 
bccafiond it, fince her Ladyfhip's Alliance to 
feveral noble Fafnilies on her x>vrh Side, and 
many more on the Part of her Huftand, 
Sir Thohias Spencer, made him in great Efteeiri 
with thofe that held their Eitra&ion from 
the Nqrthairipion, the Sunderland, the Camarvan, 
and Abingdon Houfes. In a Word i his Re- 
putation increas'd with his Experience, as his 
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Wealth grew greater and greater, fcy the. 
Means or his Practice* and ne was not two 
Years Batchelor of Pfryfick, when there was 
fcarce any Family 6f Credit that was riot 
beholding to him for tlie Prefervatibin of one 
or more Lives* the little Artifices of his Ri- 
vals, that Were intended to deaden the Pro- 
grefe of his Fame, fbjving only to Ipread it 
much wider. 

Amongft others, that endeavoured to do him 
what ill O&ces lay in their Power, Doftor 
Marjhaly the Re&or of Lincoln-College^ wh? 
* coitld not forgive Mr. Raddijfe ibme Remarks 
he had made on his Parts and Condud, not 
mtxch to his Advantage, difcover'd his Enmity 
to him, by oppofing his having a Faculty 
Place there, which vvould have been a Difpen- 
fation from taking Holy Orders, the Fellows 
being enjoin'd by the Statutes, without fuch 
a Conceifioh, at €o many Years (landing, t& 
enter into them. This was inconfiftent with 
the Profeffion whick he was already become 
lb great art Ornament to, and by which ,he 
had it in his Power to be one Day or other 
a great Benefactor to that Houfe, (as he would 
moft afluredly have been) and therefore he 
chofe rather to fling up his Fellowfhip, than 
not go on with the Studies which he had made 
fb^reat a Progrefs in. After his Refignation, 
which was in the Year 1677, he was denrous 01 
keeping his old Chambers, and refiding in them 
as a Commoner •, but meeting with feme un- 
genteel Ufage on that Account alio, from: 
Dr. Marjhal, he thought fit to leave that (then) 
inheritable Society, and to refide elfewherein 

the 
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*he Univer%y, there to continue 'till h$ 
fhould be ot ftanding to take his Doctor's 
Pegree, and have an Opportunity of enlar- 
ging, the Sphere of his Pradke eliewhere, jup- 
ion the Deipife of any of the jnoft Noted 
Phyficians that gave their Attendance in Lyn- 
don, cjt refided at Court, which were Places of 
greater Refort, and confequently would' yield 
greater advantages to thofe that d well'd near 'em. 
Qn the 5th of July 1682, Mr. Radclife 
went out l^o&or in Phyiick, and Grand Com- 
pounder which made jt appear beyond Conr : 
tradiftipn, that his Abilities, as to Matters 
of Eftate, were much larger than given out, 
by £uch as \*rould traduce his Memory by the 
Poverty of Kis Parents, and the Meannefs ef 
his Extraction ^ becaufe no Perfon c^n go out 
Grand Compounder, that hjas not 40 I. per 
Annum $ and theDo&or could not have done 
this, had he not been poflefs'd of fo much 
by Right of Inheritance * for as to that Time, 
he hacr made no Purchafe, tho' he had ac- 
quired wherewith to make it. Being thus got 
* to the Summit of that Hill, which the Rules 
of the Univerfity made him climb gradually, 
and arrivd at the higheft Pinacle of Honour 
he could gain in his Paflage through all the 
Examinations and Exerd[fes. which were ne- 
ceffary to qualify him for the great Dignity 
in Phyflck, he made it his Bulinefs to dis- 
countenance and explode the Attempts of all • 
Quacks and Intermedlers in that facred Art* 
more efpecially to ridicule a fort of Enthu* 
fiafm, that had then obtained amopg the Pifs* 
po£ Prophets, calFd Vrfapl-Cafters, all over the 



Nation. The Apothecaries, and other SmaJ- 
terers in the Art of Pharmacy, had m bi- 
dder to draw People to' them, gave out, that 
they could as well cure People at a Diftancfe, 
as by Perfonai Attendance, of all maimer of 
Human Maladies,* by a' fight of their Water j 
which would be of great Ufe to Patiente, who, 
by Reafon of their Infirmities, could not ap- 
ply for Relief to theirs 5' or, of their Poverty, 
cculd not pay for Vilits at their own Homes. 
This had worm'd the Country out of many 
a fweet Penny, and Crouds or Men and Wo- 
men went daily to them^ "vtrith Vials, Bot- 
tles, &c. .for a definitive Seftten.ee,' ih their 
Hufbands, Wives, and Children's Cifes. 1 A- 
inongft the reft, to whom IhouH one of thefe 
credulous Women come, With an 'Urinal in her 
Hand, but to Dr. Raddife: ,The good Wo- 
man dropt a Courtesy, told him, that fhe had 
heard of his great r ame at Stanton, and that . 
: file made bold to bring him a Fee, by Which 
ihe hop'd his Worlhip would Be prevail'd 
with to tell her the Diftemper her Hufband 
lay flck ot, and to prefcribe prober Remedies 
for his Relief. Ifhei e is he ? cries the Doctor, 
'Sick in Bed four Miles cjf, fays the Petitioner. 
And thais his Water, no doubt, cries the Querift. 
Tes, ttnd it pleafe your JforJIrip, the Anfwerer 
replies : And being afk'd what Trade he was 
of, tells him, that of a Shoe-Maker. Vety welt, 
Miftre/S, cries thg Ejaminant, and taking the 
Urinal, empties it into the Chamber-jpot, and 
then filling it with his own Water, difmifles 
her, with this Advice: Take this with you home- 
to your HvfbanA, ani if U vill undertake to ft 
*. y * ' f : • ,t : =;' . • > •« ••» . •• -• • foe 
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jmf Tfitfr a Pear of Boots, by the fight of my 
Water, Vll make no ^uejlion of. prefcribitig for 
Jns Diftemper, by a Sight of bis. 

In 1684, having by his Pra&ice in Oxford, 
apd the Counties adjacent, acquired great Riches, 
ite came to London, ancl fettling in Bow-Street, 
Covent-.Gardett, was exireamly follow'd for his 
Advice, which brought, him into great Re- 
queft at Court, and elfewhere * lb much the 
rather, becaufe Dr. Lower, whofe Intereft then 
.began to decline amongft the chief of the 
Mobility, for his efpoufirig Whig-Prhiciples, grew 
daily more and more out of Repute * and he 
Jiad none b»t Jk. Thomas Short, a Roman- 
Catholick, to contend with for the Prize of 
Phyiick* which indeed the latter carry'd, 
piore on Account of his Religion, which was 
/or that and fome Years following, prevail- 
ing at Court ^ but he dying in the latter End 
of Sept. 1685^ jnoft of his Pra&ice devolved 
pn the foriper. Dr. Shiftier indeed, and fome 
others, as Sir Eimoni King, &c. came in »for 
their Shaire of Patient? in other Parts of the 
Town -, yet, tho' the one was Principal Phy- 
iician to the King, and the other in great 
ffteem with fome cf the wealthieft Merchants 
in the City, there was fcafce any Cafe wor- 
thy of a Cojifultation, but Dr. Radclife was 
calfd to it : So that he had not been a Year 
in Town, but he got more than twenty Guineas 
per Diem, as hi$ Apothecary, Mr. Dartdridge, 
who himfelf dy'd worth 50000 /. by his Means, 
Jias often aflur'd me. ' 

His Converfation at this Time, was held 
jp as good Jtepute, ^s hi$ Advice j and what 
- * ■ * . v • ' * with 
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<with hisPleafantry of Difcoorfe, 'an<l Re&di- 
<nefs of Wit, in making Replies to any fort fef 
Queftion, he was a diverting Companion to 
the laft Degree. Infomuch, that he was very 
often fent tor, and prefented with Fees for 
pretended Ailments, when the real Defign of 
'both Sexes, that were equally delighted with 
him, was to reap Advantage by his Way of 
Talk. Not but he was often out of Humour, 
at being dealt with after that manner, and 
would frequently give biting Replies to fuch 
as were pr effing with him for his Prefcripti- . 
ens upon .trifling Occafions. A Perfon of 
Quality, who had very much befriended him 
in many remarkable Inftances, but in none 
more than his interefting himfelf in advan- 
cing the Dolor's Credit among Pfcrfbns of 
the firft Rank, had, by the Means of the 
Hypocpndria, a great Fancy that he was ex- 
treamly out of Order, wnen nothing ai all 
aifdhim. Whereupon MefTage after Meflage 
Was fent for his Phyfician in Ordinary, but 
no Anfwer given in Return to it, but that 6k 
Lordjbip did not know when be was well, for tie 
was in perfeft Health, if he would but think bit*- 
felf fo.

This Gentleiitfin, who was .par* 
tjcularly known to Dr. Ra&c&fb and ii} the

The foregplpg Letter had its due Weight * 
for the* 5 it went very much againft the Grain: 
with fo eminent a Merchant, to defcend fo 
low, as to give away his only Daughter 
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to his Bookkeeper, yet he chofe rather fc& 
preferve the Honour of his Family, (which 
would otherwife have fnffer'd to the kft D©» 
gree) by caufifig the amorous Couple to be. 
inftantly m^nyd at the Fleet-Cbapti , and 
poftpooing the Date of their Certificate, than 
to precipitate Meafures to abandon her to 
Shame and Infamy. Nor did the Refult of 
thofe conjugal Rites> otherwife thin folly an- 
swer the okl Mans beft Wilhes, who had the 
Satisfa&ion before his Deceafe, to fee tbfc 
young one^whom he had made over his Bo* 
finefs to, m a very thriving Condition, by 
increaJing 5000 1 which he gave him with? 
his Daughter, to more than 90000, and be- 
ing Father of a numerous and beautiful Iflue, 
to participate of an Eftate valnd at 1 00000 L 
which he has fbme very few Years finceleft ' 
among them. 

The Doctor, for, his Part, was fb cool at 
this . Difappointment in his firft Amour, that 
none of his Friends, who were very urgent 
with him to enter upon another, could have 
an Influence upon him. The Neceffity of 
taking fome virtuous good Lad}'' to Wife, by 
whom he might raife himfelf up Heirs to 
that Wealth that came roHing in upon him 
like a Flood, was urg'd in vain to him, and 
he- cmtrafted fuch an Indolence and Inlen- 
fibility for Woman-kind, that he often de- 
clared, That he wffid for an A3 of Parliament, 
whereby Ruffes JhouU lb only entitled to prtfcribe 
la them. But this Averfion' in him* to ih& 
Female Sex, wa*fer from creating the fama in{. 
them fpr his, iince feveral Ladies frequency- 
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feign'd thcmfelvep ill, to be vifked by him« 
^tnopgft the reft, the Lady Betty , who 

had often fuck'd in Love at both Ears, from 
Jws^ agreeable Conversation at her Father's 
Ikble, . conceiv'd the higheft Affeftion for him * 
and tho' it was defcejnding from her great 
Quality, to feek an Alliance with a Man of 
his Fun&ion, fet afide all other Confiderati- 
1011s, for the Pofleffion of an Objeft fo deeply 
impiefiVi on her SouL She therefore ftudy d 
all Opportunities of keeping her Chamber for 
the Sight o£ him, and was Week after Week 
put ofr Order for that End. My Lord, her 
Father, whofe Life was almoft wrapp'd up in 
hers, was continually fending for him, info- 
much that the Do&or, who was out of Pati- 
ence at coming upon fo many trifling Oc-^ 
cafions, gave him to understand, That tt w<& ^ 
bis Option, that bis Lordjbip ought rather to fend 
for her Confejfor, (for flie was a Rornan-Cathh 
Ikk) t& cure her dijlempeid Mind, than a thy- 
fician for her Body..

before this Difcovery, within the Time limi- 
ted, which at once ablblvd the Do<9*>r of his 
Promife, and , ihew'd his inviolable Attachment 
tQ the Reputation and Inter eft of his Friend 
and Benefaftor. ^ 

. In 1 6 94, fcaving confulted with Dr.Cbarlet, 
a])ou£. proper Expedients for the Advantage 
sgd Increafe of the Revenues of IJniverJity- 
Cdlqp* h e bid Money fox the perpetual Ad- 
vpwfon of a giving of 300 L per Amum, in* 
iilncolnjbirje^ but not' being quick enough in the 
J&fchafe, Wia^ anticipated, by a College in 
Qttpbridge. However, he laid a Plan for his 
fucceeding Beijefa&ionS, : to the Place of his 
Education, in ithis Year, as : may be feenfrom 
Ss AnfwertQa Man of F.alhion, who, after 
asking him, * if by he did- not marry feme young 
Qentlepontan to get Hem.. by, had by way of " 
Rfcply* That tivly be bad &n old One to take 
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care of, which he intended Jhauli be his Executrix. 
In the Month of December, in the fame Y^ar, 1 
after he had been down at "Badminton, to vifit 
the old Duke 01 Beaufort, Grand-father to the 
prefent Duke of that Name, it pleas'd God 
to affiid this Nation, by the fudden Sickaefs 
of the late incomparable Queen Mary, which 
terminated in the Small-Pox, and which the 
Court-Phyficians, after many friiitlefs Experi- 
ments, found it impoflible to raife. Where- 
upon, their utmoft EfForts^proving ineffe&uali 
the Do&or was fent for by the Council, to 
give his Opinion, (and if it was in the Power 
of Phyfick) to avert . the impending Calamity 
that was falling upon the Subjefts. At the 
firft Sight of the Recipe's, without feeing her 
Majefty, he told them, She was a dead Woman, 
for it was impojjible to do any Good in her Cafe, 
where Remedies had been given that were fo con- 
trary to the Nature of the Dijlemjter $ yet he 
would endeavour to do all that lay in him, to^ 
give her fome Eaje.

Some few Months after this unhappy Ac- 
cident, the Do&er, who 'till then had kept 
himfelf in the good Graces of the Princefs, 
Ame of Denmark, made a Forfeit of them, ' 
by his too great Addition to the Bottle, after 
a very uncourtly manner. For her Royal 
Highnefs being indifposM, caus'd him to be, 
lent for •, in Anfwer to which, he made a Pro- 
mife of coming to St. James s foon after. But 
he not appearing, that MefTage was backed 
by another, importing, That ihe was extream- 
ly ill, and describing after what Manner the 
Princefs was taken. At which, the Do&or 
fwore by his Maker, That her Highnefss Di+ 
flemper was nothing hut the Vapours, and that Jbe t 
pan in as good a S\ate of Health as any Woman 

breathing 
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ttreatbing, could fie but give into the Belief of it: 
When he found, to his great Mortification, on 
his Appearance at Court, that his Freedom 
with 10 illufbious a Patient, had been highly 
relented * for at his going into the Prefixes, 
Jbe was ftopp*d by an Officer in the Ami* 
Chamber, and told, That the Pmcefs had vo 
farther need of the Services of a Pbjjiciaft who 
wovid not obey her Orders-, and that fie bad made 
Choice of Dr. Gibbons to Jncceed Urn in the Care 
of her beakh. How, as nothing could be more 
vexatious to him, than to give Place to his old 
Antagonift, who was now become his SucceC 
for, fo he could not forgive him for this very 
Thing, to his dying Day •, and at his Return 
to his Companions,' without any Regard to 
the Great Name, which ought not to have 
been made fo free with, gave them to under- 
ftand what had happen'd, intimating, That 
Nvrfe Gibbons had gotten a new Nnrferj, which 
he, by no means envyd him the Pqffeffion of Jim* 
bis Capacity was on}} equal to the Ailments of a Pa* 
tient, which had no other Exiftence than in the 
Imagination, and could reach no farther than the 
not putting tfroje out of a good State of Healthy 
that were already in the Enjoyment of it. 

Yet, tho 8 he ceas'd to be in any manner of 
Requeft with the Succeflbr to the Crown, he 
continuM in great Efteem with the Succef- 
lbr, who had- a more than ordinary Occafion 
to fhew i{, in the Campaign of 1695, which ' 
was clos'd by the talcing of Namur. For the 
Earl of Albemarle, who had a Command in the" 
Army, and the Honour of being one of thd

as if Difeafes were not &ble to abide when 
he was prefent, reftor'd his Ltadfhip in a 
Week's Time, to his former Health,- after he 
had been reduced to the laft Extremities, by 
an unintermitting Sicknefs ^ by the Means of 
which, he had languiftui nigh two Months; 
Nor did his Majefty fall fhort-of his ufual 
Bounty to him, On this eminent Piece of 
Service, but gave him an Order, whereby 
the Lords of the Treafury were commanded 
to pay him 1200 I. exclufive of the Reward 
my Lord of Albemarle presented him with, of a 
Diamond Ring, and 400 Guineas. The King 
likewife made him an Offer of a Baronetfs 
Patent, which he defir'd to be excus'd from 
accepting, as likely to be of no ufe to him, 
who had no Defcendants to keep up the Title, 
and had no Thoughts of changing his Condi- 
tion, but living in a perpetual Sjate of Celi- 
bacy. 

In the fame Year, Dr. Edward Hans, (after- 
wards Sir Edward) having acquired a fufficient 
Stock of Reputation at Oxford, left that Uni- 
Verfity, in hopes to rival our grand Preferver 
of Health and Life, in London. But, tho 1 he. 
was a moft excellent Scholar, and well versd- 
in the Knowledge of Chymiftry and*Anatomy, 
thd* he outdid all the Competitors he had 
left behind him, for many Stages * tho' he fete 

up 
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up a very. £*uce Equipage, apd prtf ea vour d ; 
to attra<#,the Eyesan£l&art$ of tfa Behold-, 
ers, £y %fye Means of It, he found himfeli *o 
fall Jhort in his Acqompts, and not able to,' 
cope with many of the old Pra&itioners, par- 
ticularly Dr. Radclife, who was as fuperior to 
him, as tl»e young* Fry of the Univerfity were J 
inferior to him. He therefore bethought him- - 
felf of a Stratagem •, and to get into Repute, . 
ojrdenl his Foot-man to ftop moil of the Gen- "i 
tlemen's Chariots, and enquire whether they be- 
longed to Pr. Haytnes, a? if he was call'd to a 
Patient. Accordingly the Fellow, ?n pitrfijh of 
his Jnftrpftions, put the Qyeftiqn in at every 
Coach-Door, from Whitehall to the Royal Exchange % 
and, asheJiadhisLefTonforthatEnd, not hear* 
ing of him in any Coach, run up into Exchange- 
Alley, and entering Garrapays Coffee^Houfr, 
made the &pie Interrogatories, both above and 
below. At laft Dr* Jtadclijfe, who was ufijally 
tljere aboirt Excfyange-Time, and planted at 9, • 
liable with feyeral Apothecaries end Chirac 
geons, that flock'd about hinj, cry\j out, Do3or 
Hannes w& nop tfare, and dejird to know who 
wanted him ? The Fellow's Reply was, fuch a 
Lord, and fuch a Lord, but; was taken up with 
this dry Rebuke, No, no, Friepd, you are tniffa? 
fen, the Do$or wants thofe Lords. 

However, thefe Methods of iomofing upon 
tfye Publick, tho* they were feen through, and 
dtjcover'd by the Q^ick -lighted, obtain'd very , 
much with.Petfans of leis Penetration, aad 
got Dr. Hannei l abundance of ..Patiej^s, in£p r } 
jnuch, tfyat in Propefs of Time,' he became

Wherefore, after fome excellent Vo* 
lumes of Sermons, which this Reverend Clergy? 
"riian had preadi'd, tluring his Retirement, wer6 
printed, and received the Approbation of the 
faoft diftinguiftiirig Judges • and he was fa fkr 
'taken Notice of, and encourag'd for them, as 
to be offered another Preferment, that was coii- 
"fiftent with what he held before, and ftill holds. 
The Doftor himfelf recommended him as be- 
Fore^ and had the Grant of the Degree above- 
mention'dj readily ajlented to, for which he 
promised, in a Letter to the Convocation, always 

* to be grateful, and which he would im- 
mediately have made a very handfome Re- 
turn for, had the Re&or and Fellows of Exeter- 
College, not been unreafonable in their De-

In 1714, which was the laft Year of the 
Doctor's Life, and in which hehimfelf went iir- 
v to the Regions of Eternity, that had arretted 
ThdUfands in their Panage thither, by Virtufe 
of his healing Prescriptions, the Dcftor had the 
^Misfortune to fee' that fatal Accident fall out, 
which he always dreaded, in the Death of his 
belov'd Duke 01 Beaufort, who went as a Har- 
binger, to prepare the Way for his adorable 
Sovereign. the late .QUE EN, in the Realms 
of Immortality. This noble Lord, that had 

. Youth and Vigour enough, to have withftood 

tlie Injuries of Time for many Years, and' had 

often been too hard for the .ftrongeft Liquors, 

fell a Sacrifice to the weakefti for at his Return 

'from Hunting, nea* his Seat at Badminton, his 

Gntc£, 



Grace, by a Draught of Oat- Ale, when ' ores- 
heated, was thrown into a Fever, which not 
jbeing rightly underftood bj the Phyficians <£ 
the Bath, who fhipuld have kept his Body opeii, 
and not given him Reftringents, provd fatal 
to him v tho* not before Dr. KadcUjfe was made 
apprizM of his Illnefs, who told the Meflenger 
that brought the State of the Dukes Condi- 
tion, and was^ fent to bring him . down to his 
Matter, That Jt would be ty no Purpofe for him 
to take fuch an mnecejfary Journey,* becaufe, if 
the Duke was not dead at that JunBure, it was 
bnpoJfiHe he could live Jix Hours longer, for tfo 
very Medicaments he had tahn, would undoubtedly 
dijpatch him by that Time. Nor was he out in 
his Conje&ures, for when the Servant returtfd, 
he found the Family all in Tears for his Grace's 
Beceafe, which* happen d half an Hour before • 
the Time above-mentioned expired •, and which > 
the Do&or laid fo very much at He^irt, that 
in the hearing of feveral Perfons, at the Bull- ' 

Head Tavern in Clare-Market, whither he never 
xame after, he laid, That now. he bad hjf the 
/only Perfon whom be took Fleafure in converting 
with, it> was high Time for htm to retire from 
the Wovld^ to make his Will, an} fei bis Houfe in 
Order, for he bad Notices withiy, that told him 
bis jjbode in this IforU could not be twelve Months 
longer. 

■ Nothing remarkable fell out in Relation to 
theDoaor, 'till the Sicknefsofthelate QUEE&, 
who was ftruek with Death on the 28th bf 
July^ and continued in the Agonies of it 'till

In ttder therefore, to do Juftice to this Great 
Man's Memory, than> whom none would have 
kid down Life it felf fooner for her Majefty V 
Ptefervation, the Reader is to be told, that his 
Name was never fo much as mentioned, either by 
the QUE EN, or any one Lord* of the Coun- 
cil i and that only the Lady Maffam fentf to 
him, two Hours before her Majefty s Death, 
without their Knowledge, after the Doctor 
had received the Particulars of her irrecovera- 
ble Cafe from Dr. Mead * than whom, none could 
give a . more juft and fatisfa&ory Account.

Populace^ and the want of agreeable Compani- 
ons, which Kefiad always been wont to con- 
vtjf fe. with, and which' were not to be found in 
his Kef ireipent' from the Town,, haftend his 
Death $ for in Iefc than two Months, after, thi$ 
great and excellent Man, who had made all 
manner of Difeales fly before, him, that at- 
tacks other Perfbns, . could not withftand Jthe 
Affeiilts of the grand Peftroyer of Mankind,. 
ip his own, but fell a Vi&im to the Ingra- 
titude of a thanklefs World, and the Fury of. 
the (Jout, on the firft of November 17 14, the
